-  A.  •  RE ISSUANCE  AND  PURPOSE 

This  Instruction  reissues  reference  (a)  to  reflect  current  requirements 
for  monthly  reporting  of  status  of  funds  and  other  data  for  military 
retired  pay. 

B.  APPLICABILITY 

The  provisions  of  this  Instruction  apply  to  the  Office  of  the  Secretary 
of  Defense  and  the  Military  Departments  (hereafter  called  "DoD  Components"). 

C .  PROCEDURES 

The  following  shall  be  followed  by  DoD  Components  in  the  preparation  and 
submission  of  data  for  military  retired  pay  to  the  Office  of  the  Assistant 
Secretary  of  Defense  (Comptroller).  The  report  shall  reflect  the  latest 
month  of  the  current  fiscal  year  and  cumulative  totals  to  date  for  obligations 
incurred . 

1 .  Fo rmat  and  Content 

a.  The  formats  at  enclosure  1  and  2  shall  be  used.  When  possible, 
the  data  elements  in  reference  (b)  are  to  be  used. 

b.  The  details  provided  in  enclosure  1  for  obligations  must  agree 
with  the  summary  reports  required  by  Chapter  93  section  E  of  DoD  7220. 9-M 
(reference  (c)). 
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c.  The  details  provided,  under  the  Survivors'  Benefits  category 
(enclosure  1,  column  1),  shall  include  only  one  entrv  foi  ca..h  dccedoiiL.  Foi 
example,  if  a  deceased  retiree  has  a  wife  and  two  dependent  children  all 
eligible  for  payments  through  the  Survivor  Benefit  Program  (SBP),  they  will 
be  counted  only  once  even  though  all  three  may  receive  checks.  However,  if  a 
survivor  is  entitled  to  more  than  one  benefit  under  the  Survivors'  Benefits 
categoiy;  for  example,  SBP  and  Retired  Se  rv  i  cenuni '  s  Family  Pr(jtection  Plan 
(RSFPP) ,  the  survivor  shall  be  counted  once  under  each  benefit.  This  pro¬ 
cedure  is  consistent  with  DoD  Instruction  7770.1  (reference  (d)). 

d.  It  an  automated  report  exists  that  includes  the  information 
required  by  enclosure  2,  it  may  be  submitted  to  fulfill  the  monthly  require¬ 
ment  for  enclosure  2. 

2 .  Frequency  and  Dist r i bu t i on 

a.  The  report  shall  be  submitted  as  soon  as  possible  but  not  later 
than  30  calendar  days  following  the  end  of  the  reporting  month. 

b.  The  report  shall  be  submitted  to  the  Directorate  for  Military 
Personnel,  Office  of  the  Assistant  Secretary  of  Defense  (Comptroller).  At 
the  same  time  one  copy  of  the  report  shall  be  provided  to  the: 

(1)  Defense  Manpower  Data  Center  (DMDC),  1600  North  Wilson 
Boulevard,  Fourth  Floor,  Arlington,  VA  22209. 

D.  RESPONSIBILITIES 

DoD  Components  shall  comply  with  the  provisions  of  this  Instruction. 

E .  INFORMATION  REQUIREMENTS 

The  reporting  requirement  contained  in  this  Instruc^'ion  pertains  to 
retired  pay  only  and  is  assigned  Report  Control  Symbol  DD-Comp(M)  897  in 
accordance  with  reference(e) . 

F.  EFFECTIVE  DATE 

This  Instruction  is  effective  October  1,  1984.
